When thoy believed him to bo fast 
osloop, tho truth -was that ho of ten arcso and 
stole on tiptoe to his studio to throw on 
paper the outlines of tho conceptions which 
hnuntod his over-fermenting brain. Dr. 
Michel, the nephew and friend of tho artist, 
attributes tho premature death ot Gustave 
Dore in great part to the fatiguo and uor- 
vous excitement consequent upon this noc- 
turnal labor. It is now known that toward 
the close of hisjifo, Gustavo had excited his 
magination to a degree that brought on se- 
rious norvous disorders. 
Ht> was greatly 


troubled by hallucinations; and when, dur- 
ing bis nightly labor, ho lifted his eyes from 
tho paper, ho saw in tho penumbra of hb 
studio—lighted by one solitary lamp—the 
figures of Shakespeare's dramas that so 
greatly prooccupiod him. All the characters 
of thoso mighty plays seemed to danco n 
Dance of Death around the artist 
Ophelia 


curtsied to Ilamlot; and Juliet balanced be- 
foro Eomoo in tho midst of a throng of 
phantoms where King Lear sat by tho Mor- 
cliant of Venice, and Julius Casar clmttod 
with Macbeth. 
This morbid mental condi- 


tion at last too!: so torriblo & form that Doru 
shuddered at tho i,idca of night-work; he 
would often bog his nephew, Dr. llichol, lu 
keep him company. He found that bo re- 
quired tue presence of a living person to aid 
him iu chasing away tho specters \vhicii 
haunted him. 


It is well known that Iho poor arljat suf- 


fered terribly to.flnd that Ills paintings had 
no placo among the great collections. This 
was tho most cruel trial of his life. Another 
of 
his griefs was that hid water color 


sketches never fetched as high a prico at 
great tales as thoso of other distinguished 
artists. 
1C was not that ho carod for money, 


but because his pride -was wounded by tho 
inferior ostimato placod upon his work. Ho 
would contrive a thousand ruses to mako 
peoplo think his water colors -were being 
bought up at any price. I remmnbor that 
one year an amateur offered him 10,000 
francs for La Cour dos Miracles, at that 
time ou exhibition iu tho Hue do Sezo. 


'•Too late," roplied Doro, "I havo just sold 


it to an American for 25,000 francs." . 


Ha was complimented upon this good bar- 


gain oven by visitors to his house; and ho 
always acooptod thoir congratulations with 
a hotirty laugh. But aftor tho death of 
Gustavo Doro tho water-color drawing was 
found again; it had boon hidden away iu his 
studio, among a pile of old canvass. Ho 
•had voluntarily sacrificed, tbe -10,000 francs 
offered him merely in order to make people 
believe that ho could got 25,000 francs for a 
water-color drawing as well os^any other 
min. Perhaps this shows. a: little pottinoss 
of mind; but whoro is'tho perfect man. 


There is a touching and almost tragical 


history connected with Doro's wilL 1 nood 
not touch upon thoso family disagreements 
which inspired Dore to frame his last will to 
tho bor.oilt of one relative and tho detriment 
of tho remainder. But ono morning, while 
dressing, Doro was seized with ono of thoso 
fainting fits provoked by th« heart disease 
to whicb he was subject, and which carried 
him oft at tho age of 50. This time ho folt it 
was all ovor with him; and a doctor was 
summoned in all haste. "I am goingtodio," 
finid Dore, The physician sought to reassure 
him in vain. "Doctor," said Doro, "I Imow 
that I am going to die; I havo no longer 
strength to -write. My will is mado; but f 
wish to make another and to share my for- 
tune equally among all the members of my 
family. Sit down there; tako a pen, and 
write I" The physician obeyed. Dore dic- 
tated bis last wishes in a feeble voico; and' 
signed tbo document with trembling hand. 
An hour later ho was dead.

About three years ago we gave your 


readers some notes from here, and cow, 
on our return, wo thought it would "per- 
haps interest them to leorn of the chang- 
es sinoe that time. There has been 
much ot solid growth and improvmont 
in the city, and there IB room for much 
more, as there is 1100 acres Inid out in 
lots. It has a fino publio school building 
of red brick, with four departments, and 
several business houses, built of brick, 
which add much to the appearance of tho 
place. The hotel, Artesian, from which 
we write, has been built Binco our former 
visit and takes its supply of -water from 
the rail road artesian well, 10CO feet deep. 
The city also has a similar well which 
furnishes, at n small cost, all [the water 
needed in families and business Louses. 


A steam flouring mill a block away is 


turning out 200 barrels ot patent flour 
per day. 


And what shall we say of the conntry. 


Well, farmers ere nearly all through 
seeding and much ot tho wheat is up 
and covers the ground nicely. Land is 
cheap, it can be bought for less than it 
could three years ago—tho very low 
prices nf produce last year accounts for 
this. You can buy deeded land a few 
miles out from here for from 
3EDO to 


31,000 a quarter section, and tree claims 
at a very low price. Many of the farm- 
ers are getting np substantial buildings, 
but tho planting of irees has been sadly 
neglected, both m Ihe country imd vil- 
lages. There is quite a stir in this di- 
rection now, and millions are being put 
out this spring. Two car loads from the 
Plumb nursery at Milton, in your coun- 
ty, reached here last evening, 


^JeJiave faith in the future of this 


country. Its soil is very rich; tho peo- 
ple—the most of them—are as good as 
the Lord ever made; and the tirce ie r.ot 
distant when over all these broad prai- 
ries there shall spring up un Jer the 
magic touch of honest labor, beautiful 
grovee and golden fields of yellow grain. 


Now pleaeo don't think ftom this little 


outburst of imagination that we are on 
the border land of Paradise!

IN A PRETZEL FACTORY. 


Prortarlnc tlio Dou^h for the Oven—Put" 


tlnp on tlit, Flnlahlnc Touch. 


[Cincinnati Tirues-Star.] 


TLo roportor descended a pair of slxips un- 


der a saloon and entered a small, hot room, 
with a row of furnaces in ^ho wall and a 
row of white-aproned Germans working at o 
tablo. 


'•This is whoro they mul:o pretzels?" 
"Yos, sir, this is a prasiol bakery," said a 


vonorablo man, apparently tho boss oC tbe 
ostablisbmont. 
And thon tbo old 'bailor 


kindly volunteered to explain tho process to 
tho writer. 


Then) is nothing strango or mysterious 


about tbo baking of a proUal. In some 
cities machinery is used, but none bos yet 
been introduced in Cincinnati, although :be 
marvolous number oC pretzels mado and 
oaton hero would seom to nocossilato it 
White family flour, water, yoastand a Ki"oat 
quantity of salt, aro the only ingredients 
used in preparing the protzol for tho oven. 
Tho dough Is tough and heavy, and attor it 
lias boon fairly workod, is placed in. groat 
heaps on tho long tablo before tho workmen, 
Those grab a handful at a time, roll it out 
into long, thin strips, and tio it up into tho 
proper sbaps. One workmen can make a 
pretzel every two seconds. Aftor tbo dough 
has boon worked into tho form of a preztol, 
it is placed on a flat woodon rack in the cen- 
ter of tho room. As a rack is filled, another 
is placed on top of it. 
Eaon rack holds 100 


pretzels, and tho tier, ten times as many. 


Tho pretzels ore neit nut into tbo im- 


mense ovons over tho furnaces and thor- 
oughly baked. They are then run through 
a solution ot lye vratar, for tho purpose ot 
making thorn look brigbt and glossy. Tlie 
"fresh" prot/,ol, after boing sprinkled with 
salt, is ready for sale. 
Those intended to 


keep for some time, however, undergo ono 
moro process. They aro put into the steam 
box, where they remain two or throe hours. 
This renders thorn capable of being kept 
many months. A very plausible supposition 
has gained currency among boor drinkers, 
that the great quantity of salt which is 
found in tho pretzel servos tho clover pur- 
pose of producing thirst, and thus increasing 
tho prollta ot the saloonkeeper. This is a 
mistake. Salt is very generously used by 
all protzol bakers, but it is d,ono for tho pur- 
pose of keeping the protzol from becoming 
stalo, and giving it a sharp, decided taste.
